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The United States has used the 
threat of nuclear weapons a doz¬ 
en times s'nee Hiroshima, Daniel 
Ellsberg harged at a nuclear 
freeze rally at Kent State Univer¬ 
sity Saturday. 

Ellsberg, who gained notoriety 
when he released the top-secret 
Pentagon Papers to the New 
York Times in 1971, said every 
president since the Cold War be¬ 
gan has used the weapons to 
bring governments in line with 
the United States’ position. 

Ellsberg contended that Presi¬ 
dent Dwight Eisenhower threat¬ 
ened to use nuclear weapons in 
Korea and President John Kenne¬ 
dy threatened to use nuclear 
weapons in the Berlin crisis in 
1961 and again in the Cuban mis¬ 
sile crisis in 1962. More recently, 
he said, Presidents Jimmy Carter 
and Ronald Reagan have used 
nuclear weapons to threaten Mid¬ 
dle-Eastern countries. 

- “AND THREATS are still 
being made in our'name through 
our President,” Ellsberg told the 
crowd of about 400. “I have 
hoped and believed if the Ameri¬ 
can people could be made to un¬ 
derstand that, they’d reject it.” 

Ellsberg encouraged the crowd 
to continue protesting the nuclear 
arms race, even though it may 
seem ineffective. 

“We cannot know what we’re 
preventing today, this week, this 
month,” Ellsberg said. “The 
plans we may be abating, you 
can be sure, are not peaceful 
ones, nor are they very principled 
ones.” 

Ke also urged the crowd to be¬ 
come involved in non-violent civil 


disobedience, saying that such 
action not only works, but it also 
persuades others to join the 
struggle. 

Ellsberg was one of several 
speakers at the Ohio Students t 
Nuclear Disarmament rally. 

THYRA QUENNEL, former 
president of the Green Party of 
West Berlin, an anti-nuclear or¬ 
ganization, told the rally. We 
really don’t care in Europe 
whether we get killed 14 times or 
16 times or whether we get killed 
from the East or West. We don’t 
want to be killed even once.” 

In an interview after the rally, 
Ellsberg agreed that much of the 
support for the nuclear weapons 
freeze stems from the public’s 
perception that Reagan’s policies 
will lead to a nuclear war. How¬ 
ever, he said, if the President and 
Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig do not blow the world up, 
they may well save it by causing 
the public to become vocal about 
its feelings. 

Franklin Twp. man 
dies in cycle crash 

A Summit County motorcyclist 
was killed in an accident in 
Wayne County Saturday night. 

The Wooster post of the Ohio 
Highway Patrol reported Gerald 
Bradshaw, 30, of Franklin town¬ 
ship was riding his motorcycle 
east on County Road 29 in Baugh¬ 
man Township when he failed to 
make a turn in the road. Brad¬ 
shaw was thrown from the cycle 
and struck a concrete culvert. 

Bradshaw was taken to Woos¬ 
ter Community Hospital, where 
he was dead on arrival. 
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hem was colored chalk in small boxes so 
people could draw their own sketches. 

One man carried a three-foot fake
